If the federal government was 
supposed to exercise only powers 
expressed in the constitution, it

has exercised supreme 
powers whenever it deemed the 
occasion suflicient. And more 
and more occasions are being 
deemed sufficient, and less and 
less is it the occasion’s size that ' 
measures the sufficiency. | 

But the red tape does hamper. | 
It should be cut. This hunting' 
for an excuse in the word of the 
constitution and the dictum otf 
the supreme court in order to en- 
dow this nation with the powers 
of a nation in any particular in- 
stance, reveals to what formal 
issues the wisdom of our sages 
must stoop, in order to carry out 
hat hasgVecome imperative. 

here are States’ rights. One 
ef them the supreme courts af- 
firmed recently when the right 
of the State practically to prohi- 
bit alcoholic drinking was decided 
But the fact that the State, on 
a technicality, so far as form 
went, and to acquire authority 
in reality, was compelled to ask 
federal definition of its particular 
right, acknowledges the superior- 
ity of the nation, even in local 
matters, and the subordination of 
the State. 

If there are States’ rights they 
must eventually be clothed with 
the affirmation of the supreme 
eourt. When denied such they 
fall to the ground. 

Whatever be the literal limita- 
tions of the consitution concern- 


ing federal jurisdiction, the un- 
written constitution which sur- 


rounds the written one as air 
-does the earth, and whieh makes 
the written constitution a living 
instrument as distinct from the 
dead hand of the past forbidden 
‘constitution, whereby live, 
overrides and should override 
every remnant of States’ rights. 

Tt is bistorical accident that 
our constitution grants to the 
federal government only © such 
powers as are expressly stated, 
reserving to the States whatever 
is not mentioned. It is Canada’s 
historic advantage that supposes 
every power not expressly grant- 
ed to the provinces in her con- 
stitution to reside in her general 

_ government. 

We are passing, by what has 
been a rocky road, and now is an 
exasperating one, from our ori- 
ginal notion to that which Can- 
ada, profiting in part by our 
example, started out with. 

Chief Justice Marshall~- helped 
to make the local road into a

- federal highway. So did Daniel) 


Webster and Henry Clay. The 
civil war absolutely dedicated it 
as national. Why not admit as 
miéh and act upon the fact? The 
day of the States as being of any 
use, except purely local, is pas- 
_ wed. The day in which nearly 
‘., everything is. possessed. of a fed- 
 @ral aspect has arrived. 

We are a nation. Let us act as 
one. No confederation can live 


the little navy of our forefathers 
captured or destroyed 202 British 
armed ships and performed mar- 
vels in preying upon British com- 
merce and supplies for the Eng- 
lish army in America. It is not 
generally known thgt Washing- 
ton’s army, while investing New 
York City, was furnished With a 
large part of its food and with 
most of its arms and ammunition 
by our little navy’s captures of 
British shipping. 

During the revolutionary war 
the Americans lost nine armed 
ships not counting the Bon Hom- 
me Richard, which sunk after 
John Paul Jones had boarded and 
captured the Serapis. 

Our next naval brush was with 
the French who had .demanded 
tribute from this country. During 
that war eighty-four armed 
French vessels were captured or 
sunk. The Americans lost only 
one, - 

But our navy really began to 
shine in 1812. In that war the 
land forces of the United States 
lost every engagement, except 
that of New Orleans which oceur- 
red after the peace treaty had 
been signed at Ghent. But our 
little navy of twenty-three vessels 
won almost every engagement. 
The British lost 254 armed ships, 
and in the first months of the 
war more than five hundred 
British merchantmen were cap- 
tured. 

The American loss was only 
four armed vessels, 

The marvelous success of the 
Americans during the war of 1812 
was not due to accident. Our navy 
was equipped with lcnger guns 
than the British. Our ships were 


heavier and stouter. The Ameri- 
can guns were sighted and the 


British guns were not. The Brit- 
ish policy was to fire broadsides 
into the decks and masts of the 
enemy and then capture by board- 
ing. The new American way 
was to fire well-aimed solid shot 
into the enemy ship below the 
water line and sink it, while 
shell and small arms raked the 
decks. 

In the civil war America again 
revolutionized naval warfare with 
the first iron-elad ever construct- 
ved. OF the feats of that war it 
is needless to speak, because the 
tighting was American against 
American, the side of the heavist 
artillery and the largest num- 
bers and the greatest resources, 
with right on its side, finally win- 
ning. 

The achievements of Dewey in 
Manila bay and of Schley at 
Santiago are too recent to need 
recounting here, but they are 
auguries of what we may ex- 
pect from our fleet before the 
war is over.
